Chesapeake Bay Spanned First Time 
By Bridge Which Will Aid Defense 


By H. D. CRAWFORD 
Central Press Correspondent 
WASHINGTON — Chesapeake 
Bay is the largest inlet on the At­ 
lantic coast. 
Ita historic waters 
divide Maryland Into eastern and 
western shores, then border for 
many miles some of the oldest 
areas of Virginia. Now a bridge 
spans it for the first time. The 
new Chesapeake Bay bridge is 
scheduled to open with elaborate 
ceremonies on July 30. 
The Chesapeake Bay bridge is 
the latest link in a new and 
shorter, and much faster, route be­ 
ing developed between Washington 
and New York City, bypassing 
such congested areas as Baltimore, 
Wilmington and Philadelphia. 
Running 
from 
Sandy 
Point, 
about six miles northeast of An­ 
napolis, capital of Maryland, to 
Matapeake island across one of 
the narrowest parts of 200-mile- 
long 
Chesapeake 
bay, 
the new 
bridge will enable motorists to 
travel 
northward, use the new- 
Delaware River bridge, and zoom 
up the New Jersey turnpike to the 
Manhattan metropolis. It will af­ 
ford New Yorkers and New Eng­ 
landers their main route to the 
south. 
The bridge wull give Washington. 
Baltimore and 
Annapolis direct 
highway transportation to Mary­ 
land's eastern shore, and to Dela­ 
ware and the Atlantic ocean. It is 
about 32 miles from Washington, 
27 from Baltimore, and 6 from 
Annapolis. It carries IT. S. High­ 
way 60 directly across the bey.

In 1922. for example, revenue 
vehicles at this point totaled 20,- 
400 a year. In 1951, however, the 
number had risen to about 800,000. 


ULTIMATELY the bridge will

8.500.000 motor vehicles a year. 
Road 
officials 
believe 
the 
first 
year's bridge traffic may total j 
1.100.000 vehicles. 
Opening of the new bridge will 
put out of business a picturesque 
but 
much 
slower 
ferry sendee 
across the Chesapeake. I crossed 
the bay on this ferry recently and j 
it affords a superb view of the 
bridge. 
Discussion of a bridge or tunnel 
crossing of Chesapeake hay has 
been under way for many years. ^ 
Promoters argued that lack of 
rapid crossing facilities interferred 
with developing bay area land on 
the eastern shore. 
Traffic uatng 
bay ferries afforded one of the best 
testa of demands for a bridge. 
Until recent years this traffic was 
believed Inadequate to Justify con­ 
struction of a bridge. 


IN 1947 the Maryland state leg­ 
islature authorized the state roads 
commission to proceed with either 
a bridge or tunnel, to be financed 
by tolls. A year later the United 
States 
Congress 
approved 
con­ 
struction of a Chesapeake 
bay 
crossing by the Maryland roads 
commission 
Relative 
merits of 
bridge and tunnel crossings were 
considered, and officials decided in 
favor of the bridge. 
Construction of the new bridge 
is costing about $44,000,000. The 
State 
of 
Maryland 
owns 
the 
bridge. The state roads commis­ 
sion will operate it and collect 
tolls. Motorists, truckmen and bus 
lines that use it will in that way 
help pay for its construction and 
maintenance. 
On June 25, Maryland dedicated 
a new 700-acre Sandy Point state 
park with a two-mile beach on the 
Chesapeake a salt w ater near the 
western end of the new bridge. 
Maryland's Gov. Theodore R. M o 
Keldin on that occasion said that 
President Truman had ag re rn I to 
attend the July 30 opening of the 
Chesapeake Bay bridge. 
When you see the long. curved 
bridge, which with it* long ap­ 
proaches on both sides is slightly 
more than 7.7 miles, you wonder 
why the engineers didn t shorten 


it by building it straight across 
the bay. 
Engineer requirements, however, 
insisted that the bridge must cross 
the main sailing channels at right 
angles. It w as important also that 
the bridge have favorable terrain 
at both ends. The big bridge, there­ 
fore, is built with easy curves that 
throw it into proper alignment. 


THE bridge roadway is 28 feet 
wide, with 18-inch emergency foot­ 
w a y s on each side. A 1.600-foot 
main suspension span crosses the 
principal sailing course of the bay. 
A secondary course farther east­ 
ward is surmounted by a 789-foot 
main span. 
Some of th* most historic and 
picturesque rivers of the east flow 
into the Chesapeake bay. These 
include 
the 
Susquehanna, 
t h * 
Patuxent, the Potomac, the Rap­ 
pahannock, the York, th* James 
and many smaller ones. 
During the two wars with Great 
Britain and the Civil war, th* 
Chesapeake bay was the scene of 
numerous dramatic events. It re­ 
mains one of the nation’s most 
Important intracoastal waterway*, 
with various strategic naval base*. 
The new Chesapeake Bay bridge, 
besides expediting travel to th# 
eastern shore and p r o v i d i n g 
quicker 
highway 
communication 
between 
Washington 
and 
New 
York, becomes a valuable addition 
to the network of defenses for our 
national capital.

THE UNITED STATES has instituted a 
campaign of saturation bombing of North 
Korea which has already left power plants, 
munitions plants and other installations in 
smoking ruins, ll is the announced purpose 
of the belated campaign to leave North Ko­ 
rea a pile of rubble. 


Tons of bombs, high explosives and jel­ 
lied gasoline have been poured on the cap­ 
ital city of Pyongyang, 
in 
the 
greatest 
night raids of the entire war. Jets have 
flown more than 1.000 sorties in a single 
day, with the old reliable B-29s taking over 
the job at night. Destruction was so great 
the Reds described it as “ barbaric.” 


Pattern of the Korean war is being fash­ 
ioned to a great extent to the pattern of 
that which ended the conflict with Hitler’s 
Germany. His great armies were forced to 
surrender 
when 
the country had been 
bombed into submission and all potentials 
for war destroyed, A similar pattern was 
followed in Japan, where the B-29s were 
credited with bringing about victory, which 
was hastened by the use of the first atomic 
weapons in military history. 


Apparently the high command is being

strength, which proved to be so decisive in 
World War II. 


HOW FINLAND DOES IT 
SEUTULA AIRPORT, one of Europe’s 
best, just completed on the outskirts of Hel­ 
sinki, Finland, in time for

siderable part, it was built by drunken 
drivers.

The only consideration for any one sus­ 
pected of drunken driving is that a blood 
test is offered at 6nce by the police, It the 
test does not prove a state of intoxication, 
the suspect is released.

Should Estes Kefauver be nominated, the 
Republicans could make no issue of corrup­ 
tion because Kefauver has established that 
he is not only the enemy of corruption but 
has actually done something about it. 
But what does that do to his defense of 
the Truman Administration? As the Repub­ 
licans are now precluded from discussing 
the foreign policy what will there be to talk 
about, should Kefauver run? Perhaps the 
Republicans will fall back upon efficiency 
in government and the Hoover Commis­ 
sion Report. 


On the matter of corruption in the Fed­ 
eral Government, under our Constitutional 
system, the President is responsible. 
He 
alone is charged with the administration of 
government. He appoints officials, 
som e­ 
times with the consent of the Senate. 
The London “ Economist” put it this wav 
rn an interesting article on the subject. It 
says: 
. The President bears a clear respon­ 
sibility for the behaviour of those whom he 
has appointed to posts in 
the 
executive 
branch of the government, lf an unduly 
large proportion of them turns out to be 
corrupt or to have 
permitted corruption 
among their subordinates, there is no dif­ 
ficulty about assigning the blame. It would 
be a far more complicated thing to try to 
demonstrate just who should he brought to 
judgment for corruption in, say, the Con­ 
gress. or the ranks of what is imprecisely 
called 'business.' And the consequences of 
assaults on such alternative objectives 
might be much more unpleasant.” 
The answer to this was given by Herbert 
Hoover in his speech before the Republican 
Convention, when he said: 
“The grandeur of a people com es from 
their moral and spiritual character. Today 
that grandeur is corroded by this intellec­ 
tual dishonesty and corruption among pub­ 
lic officials. The drip. drip, drip from dis­ 
honor in high places plays a part in the in­ 
creasing of crime among the people ” 
Senator Kefauver could say that he ab­ 
hors corruption wherever A appears and 
he has no ties either in congress or with 
business. Thus, he could as a candidate re­ 
veal more than his report or his articles 
have yet told. He could keep the country 
regaled with the subject. And he could in­ 
volve both Democrats and Republicans. He 
might even discuss the high cost of getting 
nominated. 
It would seem to be a matter of prac­ 
tical party politics for the Democrats to 
avoid Kefauver. Whichever Democrat is 
nominated will have to formulate a c a m ­ 
paign that will defeat General Eisenhower. 
The strategy has to be based on two prop­ 
ositions: 
1. To puncture 
the general's 
personal 
popularity; 
2. To create an issue that will leave Eis­ 
enhower without an issue. 
Kefauver would do it with corruption: 
his friend, Paul Douglas, would do it with

Better Methods of Treating 
Patients in Shock Now Used

WARS produce m any cases of 
shock. Our experiences with s e ­ 
vere shock In World War II. as 
well as in Korea, should lead to 
better m ethods of handling this 
condition 
when 
it 
occurs 
in 
peacetim e Injuries and disasters. 
Som e doctors define shock as 
a condition In which there is a 
com plete collapse of the blood 
circulation as it reaches the dis­ 
tant organs of the body. This 
results in a drop in the total 
am ount of blood circulating to 
the body. 


Lea dine to Shock 
The types of injury m ost likely 
to 
result 
in 
shock 
are 
large 
crushed areas, am putation fol­ 
lowing injury, severe fractures, 
widespread burns, large hem or­ 
rhages, and injuries to the chest 
and abdomen. 
Except when there is severe 
and heavy hem orrhage, the pic­ 
ture of shock often com es on 
slowly after a few hours. The per­ 
son in shock is in a prostrate con ­ 
dition. He Is usually aware of his 
situation, but cannot think as 
fast as normally. 
He is very restless, com plains 
of excessive thirst, and som e­ 
tim es of pain. His skin is cold 
and moist, som etim es with a blu­ 
ish hue, and his lips are pale. His 
pulse is weak and rapid, and nit 
blood pressure extrem ely low He 
is unable to urinate. 


Treatm ent Follow cd 
The treatm ent for shock Is to 
stop the hem orrhage that may 


I be present. The tubes to the 
| lungs are krpt clear so the per­ 
son can breathe easily. He is kept 
j in a lying jiositlon unless he has 
a head injury. In very severe 
ica.scs, the foot of the bed or 
stretcher is elevated. 
The body should be kept warm 
with enough blankets, but not 
I overheated. Any pain is relieved 
by narcotics and sedatives. 


Plasm a of Help 
Transfusions are given if there 
I is a severe loss of blood. If blood 
is not available, plasm a may be 
j of help. Synthetic solutions have 
been perfected which help relieve 
■hock when blood is not at hand. 
Recently, a newer procedure 
I lr. treating shock has been de- 
| vt loped. This is known as lntra- 
arterial 
transfusion. 
In 
this 
method, blood is transfused Into 
an artery instead of a vein. This 
has proved life-saving in m any 
canes of shock th a t were thought 
I beyond help.

THE REVENUE cutter “ McCul­ 
loch” visited the island on Oct. 15. 
1907, and 
found 
that 
McCulloch 
Peak—which had previously 
been 
about 450 feet high—was entirely 
gone. Bogoslof itself was covered 
with a heavy mantle of volcanic 
debris. 
By the early 1920s, Fire island 
was estimated to have shrunk to 
one-eighth of its 1906 size. And in 
1927, a new, violently-steaming vol­ 
canic mound had risen on the spot 
where McCulloch Peak exploded 
and vanished. 
At present, the two islands are 
again connected by a rocky bar, 
which is partially visible 
during 
unusually low tides. The w h o l e 
“ island chain" is not quite two land 
miles in length. 
On many occasions durng Bog- 
oslof’s history, various ships have 
taken bearings which indicated 
the Island had apparently moved. 
In fairly recent years,

One is that the islands pre­ 
sent a vastly changed appearance 
when viewed from different direc­ 
tions. The other is the possibility 
that incorrectly charted positions of 
other islands were used as a basis 
for determining the position of Bog­ 
oslof 
If you’re still planning to make 
Bogoslof your “ North Seas dream 
island,” you won t get lonesome up 
here. In season, you'll find t h a t 
hundreds of huge sea lions 
have 
turned it into 
a 
noisy breeding 
ground. 
Your other friends will 
be tens of thousands of sea birds, 
mostly gulls, murres and an oc­ 
casional cormorant or sea parrot. 
For cooking purposes, there's lots 
of driftwood along the shores of a 
mainland pond.

Mrs. Doris Spangler, of 203 Ce­ 
dar Heights road, and a neigh- i 
bor, Mrs. Bill 
Halstenherg, 
re­ 
ported they saw the unusual light 
Monday night. 
“ It was up toward Lockbourne, 
but the light was so bright, it look­ 
ed so low and its movements were 
so strange that it certainly didn’t 
look like a plane,” Mrs. Spangler 
said. 
Mrs. Spangler estimated it was 
around 9:30 p. rn. when she first 
noticed the light, which “ seemed to 
drift westward.”

The Social Security Adm mudra
